FRENCH AND BULGARIAN 
REPRISALS. 


The arrests at Salonika are very numerous. 
On Sunday the Allies arrested 1,000 sub- 
jects of enemy Powers. On Monday the 
Greek Government energetically protested 
against the arrest of Hellenic subjects, 
and demanded the immediate release of 
the persons concerned, At Sofia the Greek 
Minister has informed the Bulgarian 
Premier that Greece will not suffer any 
further violation of her neutrality or 
sovereignty. 

The arrests have led to several reprisals. The 
English and French Vice-Consuls in Sofia, 
who were left in charge of the Legations, 
have been cast into prison, and will be 
detained till the end of the war. AS a 
reprisal, the French Government has 
arrested the Bulgarian Vice-Consul in 
Paris.

The last I saw 
of the Persia was her bow pointing high in 
the air, and that was only five minutes alter 
the explosion. While thus supporting myself, 
I managed to collect other wreckage for others 
to cling to. .It was past four o clock before | 
was picked up by a boat. I then saw that 
there were five boats pulling around in search 
of any others that might still be struggling in 
[he water. Some oí them were over om Bry 
and subsequently there was a redistribution of 
their occupants. Four of the boats were then 
tied- together by their painters. The fifth was 
some distance away. At half-past three the 
following morning my boat separated from 
the others to search for help in a more fre- 
-guented channel. We rowed for three hours, 
and at last saw a cruiser. We cabled out, 
“ We are English,’’ and explained that we 
were survivors from the Persia, which had 
been sunk. ‘We also gave particulars as to 
the whereabouts of the other boats. The 
second boat was sighted about seven ‘o'clock, 
_and the occupants taken off by English sailors. 
Mr. MeNeely. the American Consul at Aden, 
sat at the same table as mysel, but I did not 
see him, probebly because his cabin was on 
the opposite side to mine. The scene was 
terrible. The water was as black as ink. 
Some of the people were screaming, others 
were saying good-bye to each other, while 
those in one of the boats were singing hymns.

to all the individuals who have taken a share 
in these crimes. : 

These practical considerations cannot be 
ignored, and His Majesty's Government admit 
their force. They would, therefore, be pre- 
pared for the pres_nt to confine any judicial 
investigation to charges made against German 
and British officers at sea aud even if this re- 
striction were thought insuflicient, they would 
be content to call attention*to three naval in- 
cidents which occurred during the same 
hours, in the course of whicn the Baralong 
sank the submarine and rescued the Nicosian. 

The first incident relates to a German sub- 
marine which fired a torpedo into the Arabic 
and sank her. No warning was given to the 
merchant vessel, no efforts were made to save 
its unresisting crew.. Forty-seven non-~om- 
batants were ruthlessly sent to their death. 
[t is understood this act of barbarism, though 
in perfect harmony with the earlier policy of 
the German. Government, was contrary to 
orders recently issued. This, however, if true, 
only. increases the responsibility of the sub 
marine commander, and His Majesty's Govern- 
ment have received no information indicating 
that the authorities have pursued in his case 
the course they recommended in the case of, 
the crew of the Baralong, by trying him for 
murder, 

The second incident occurred on the same 
day. A German destroyer found a British 
submarine stranded on the Danish coast. The 
submarine had not been pursued there by the 
destroyer. She was in neutral waters; she 
was imcapable either of offence or defence. 
The destroyer opened fire upon her, and when 
her crew attempted to swim ashore the de- 
stroyer fired upon them also, with no ap- 
parent object but to destroy a helpless enemy. 
Phere was here no excuse of hot blood. The 
crew of the British submarine had done 
nothing to raise the fury of their opponents. 
They had not just murdered 47 innocent non- 
combatants, they were not taking possession 
of a German ship, or committing any act in- 
jurious to German interests. So far as His 
Majesty's Government know the facts, the 
officers: and men of this destroyer committed 
a crime against humanity and the laws of war, 
‘which is at least as worthy of judicial inquiry 
as any other which has occurred during the 
course of recent naval operations. 

The third incident occurred some 48 hours 
later. The steamer Ruel was attacked by a 
The ship, which had 
made no resistance, began to sink.. The crew 
took to their boats, and, wohile endeavouring 
to save themselves, were fired upon both with 
shrapnel and rifle-fire. One man was killed, 
eight others, including the ‘master, were 
severely wounded, The sworn testimony on 
which these statements are based shows no 
reason whatever which could justify this cold- 
blooded and cowardly outrage. 

It seems to Hig Majesty's Government that 
these three incidents, almost simultaneous in 
point of time and not differing greatly in point 
of character, might, with the case of the Bara- 
long, be brought before some impartial court 
of investigation—say, for example, a tribunal 
composed of officers of the United States 
Navy. If this were agreed to, His Majesty's 
Government would do all,in their power to 
further the inquiry, and to do their part in 
taking such further steps as justice and the

humanity. According to the latest figures 
available, the number of German suilors res- 
cued from drowning, often in circumstances 
of great difficulty and peril, amounts to 1,150.

THIRD READING CARRIED. 


In the House of Commons yesterday, the 
Prime Minister, replying to a question, 
announced that Sir John Simon had re- 
signed. - 

Mr. Tennant, replying to various questions on 
the seizure of the Labour newspaper, 
“ Forward," in connection with reports 
of Mr, Lloyd George’s visits to the Clyde, 
and his addresses to the munition workers 
there, stated that the offence of the '' For- 
ward ” newspaper, as he understood it, 
was an attempt to induce men to delay 
production eof materials which were neces: 
sary for the conduct of the war. 

On the order for the consideration of the 
Munitions of War (Amendment) Bill, Mr. 
Lloyd George moved that the bill be re- 
committed in order to insert a new clause 
relative to a minimum wage for unskilled 
or semi-skilled labour. The clause, he ex- 
plained, was intended to carry into effect 
the agreement between the Minister of 
Munitions and the Amalgamated Society 
of Engineers. 

In Committee on the bill, Mr. Lloyd George 
formally moved the proposed new clause, 
which was read a second time and re: 
ported to the House. 

On the Report stage, Mr. Lloyd George moved 
a new clause, which aimed-at speeding up 
the settlement of “ bona fide ” differences 
between employer and empleyed, 
was agreed to. 

Mr, Pringle moved to repeal Section 7 of the 
original Act, which deals with the issue 
of, and power of delaying, certificates to 
persons leaving employment. The clause, 
he said, had led io a great deal of fric- 
tion, The conditions on the Clyde, he 
said, had been skilfully concealed by the 
uevernment. 

Mr. Lloyd George pointed out that this 
amendment had nothing whatever to do 
with conscription. 

The amendment was negatived without a 
division. 

Mr, Pringle moved a new clause, to the effect 
that no person should be sudjected to any 
penalty tor refusing te work on Sundays. 

After discussion, Dr. Addisen said he would

If they went down and discussed mat- 
ters with workmen face to face, without re- 
porters being present and without a note being 
taken, and if every time they were to get a 
garbled one-sided report in the House of 
Commons, it made it utterly impossible to 
carry on these confidential’ talks at all. . He 
had met representatives of the trades. unions 
on various occasions, and he had never seen 
any bréach of confidenee so far as they were 
concerned. They knew the importance of 
having free-and-easy talks, whether they were

: MEANING OF THE REVOLT. i 

The revolt was far more against the official 
leaders of trades unionism than against the 
Government. There had been trouble on the 
Clvde long before the war Tt was the 
trouble of a section of workmen there—syndi- 
calists most of them—who had been trying to 
overthrow the official leaders of the trades 
months and months before the war 
began. The whole of the difficulty came from 
the fact that whilst the Government were 
dealing with trade union leaders, and these 
were the only they could negotiate 
with. the re was a powerful section behind 
them in revolt against the trade unions.

A FORMIDABLE EVIL.

This Amending Bill, from begin- 
ning to end, contained nothing but con- 
ceasions to labour, and it showed that the 
Government, at any rate, were not deaf to the 
representations made by labour.

EMPLOYMENT FOR WOMEN. 

The gtablishment of a National Munitions 
Factory in Dublin, to which reference has 
been made from time to time, is now well ad- 
vanced ' The preliminary work has been 
pushed forward with great energy. It was 
only in August of last year that” Captain 
}Yairbairn Downie, in response te the demand 
factory established in 
Dublin!: was sent by the Munitions 
Department to inspect the possible sites avail- 
able in the city. s The buildings of an old 
woollen mills 4t Parkgate street were selected 
for the factory. ‘The whole place was in a 
very tumble-down condition, and a vast 
amount of repair work had to be done to 
make the buildings even weather-proof. This 
was effected with the least possible deiay, 
and then the interior had to be prepared for 
the reception of machinery, etc. This work 
is going on night and day, and substantial 
progress has been made. The main factory 
wccupies 30,000 square feet, and here in a 
short time over 600 women workers will be 
employéd at the shell-making machinery. . A 
large portion of the ehafting is already in 
a numerous electric motors have 
been installed. - The, motive power in the 
factory will be supplied from the Dublin 

orporation Electricity Works, and it is esti- 
mated that at least 600 h.p. will be required 
io keep the fattory ‘UAT AR. ; 

The tool room is already in full operation, 
working night and day. The machines in 
this section have all been obtained on loan 

om manufactories in Dublin and from tech- 
nical-schools. “ Twenty-five sk'lled mechanics 
aye now at work making tools and gauges for 
use in thémfgctorv. and at least doable this 
number of niechanics will be réquired when 
the place ts in full running order. These 
men are paid the standard rate of wages in 
Dublin, plus a war bonus of ós. per week.

DR. GREGG’S ADDRESS. 
(FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT) 
FERNS, Twaspay. 
The enthronement of the Right Rev, John 
Allen Fitzgerald Gregg as Bishop of Ferns, 
took place this afternoon in St. Edan’s 
Cathedral, Ferns. There was a very large 


congregation at the impressive ceremony, 
which opened with the singing of the proces- 
sional hymn No. 236, the procession mean- 


| while proceeding from the Chapter House.

The congregation standing, the Divcesan 
Registrar read and présented to the Rev. 
Dean Gibson the Archbishop's mandate for 
the enthrenement, after which the Bishop 
made the prescribed declaration. The Dean 
then conducted the Bishop to the Throne. 

Evening Prayer followed, and at its con- 
clusion tne Bishop addresséd the congtega- 
tion. His lordship, in the course oi his 
address, said that the clergy and laity had 
come together that afternoon to witness 
the enthronement of a new Bishop of Ferns. 
It was well that the distinction between their 
diocese and the other two diocises with which 
it was united should be thus publicly marked. 
Opinions might differ as to the extent to 
which the secular affairs of the various 
dioceses should be administered as separate 
and distinct systems—it would be very foolish 
of him to have formed as yet any opinion on 
the subject. But the people of Ferns had 
behind them the history of 45 years of suc- 
cessful diocesan organisation since Disestab- 
lishment, and success was a very strcng 
argument in favour of any system. Ecclesias- 
tically also, there was a good «deal to be said 
for keeping unobliterated the ancient diocesan 
boundaries. For a body of clergy and 
people to realise that their organisation had 
an identity of ite own, which it had inherited 
by unbroken continuity from the far distant 
past, was for them to enjoy a sense of con- 
fidence. The Diocese of Ferns had its roots 
driven deep into the history of that part of 
Ireland. Look back for 700 years and they 
found in its early stages the same system 
which they were administering and enjoying 
that day. He did not wonder that its 
Churchmen were jealous of its identity, and 
strove with recognised success to maintain its 
identity. His lordship then spoke at sume 
length on the attention which the Church 
pays to external matters as apart. from true 
spiritual religion, and asked the congregation 
not to.be afraid of such rules and forms as the 
Prayer Book prescribes : not to be afraid of 
being Churchnien out and out Rules and 
forms were not necessarily a hindrance to 
ardent worship, any more than the railway 
lines were a hindrance to an express train. 
In conclusion, his lordship hoped that as 
soon as he had an opportunity of moving 
about among the parishes of the diocese of

and Messrs. Michael Brereton, Michael Fan- 
ning, and Cornelius Kennedy, P.L.G., were re-: 
elected trustees. 

Mr. Ryan, in taking the chair, said he 
wished to thank them very briefly and very 
heartily for the great honour they had done 
him by electing him to fill the post of chair- 
man of their association for the year upon 
which they had just entered. Their organisa- 
tion had an unbroken record of well over a 
century, and he thought he could safely say in 
the whole of its long career they never found 
its utility or the necessity for its existence so 
clearly proven as in the year which had just 
yf During that year they had many mat- 
ters of great moment and magnitude to deal 
with. They had the famous Budget of April 
last, which, if it had been carried—even in a 
modified form—would have meant ruin to at 
least 75 per cent. of the licensed trade of the 
country. As to the future, he felt the very 
heavy responsibilities attaching to the position 
of their chairman at the present time. They 
were still involved in the greatest war in the 
world’s history, and nobody at the moment 
could form any idea as to its duration; but 
for them in the licensed trade he thought they 
were - bearing their full share of the. general 
burden. They would continue, as in the past, 
to co-operate with the military in seeing that 
any Orders or instructions issued, would be 
loyally cafried out. They in the licensed trade 
had a very large interest at stake, and it be- 
hoved them as patriotic citizens, apart from 
the question of self-interest, to do their part. 
Before concluding his remarks, one point 
which he wished to emphasise was the neces- 
sity for a still more thorough combination of 
their forces, not only in the city, but all over 
the country. (Applause.) 

Mr. Conroy, in returning thanks for his 
election as vice-chairman, said they were going 
through a very serious time, and for them in 
the licensed trade it would be necessary that 
they should be at all times in a position to see 
that those who were o yposed to them would 
not be able to utilise the present great crisis 
to injure them. They were in a business that 
suffered under many disabilities, and it was. 
particularly incumbent on them at the present 
time to see that no act or Omission of theirs in 
the condact of their business would be com 
mitted which would give a handle to their 
enemies.

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CENSORSHIP OF LETTERS, 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES, 

Sim,—I notice that Bishop Mangan, of 
Kerry, has drawn attention to the censoring 
of private letters going from one part of 
Ireland to another. No doubt, it is very un- 
pleasant, but everyone is now aware of it. 
Prima facie there seems to be, however, a 
good deal of blundering in 
methods, but he has distributed his blunder- 
ing favours impartially. The Bishop seems 
to think his case one of a bigoted Protestant 
censor. A very little thing suffices to mak 
some people raise the cry of bigotry in this 
unfortunate country. When I received over 
a week ago a letter from another rector in the 
South of Ireland marked ‘‘ Opened by Censor 
344,” I wonder was that a case of bigotry 
of another sort? Surely the Bishop will see 
the injustice of his remark in this respect. I 
am, indeed, mightily pleased to be in the 
company of another and a distinguished 
Kerryman in the person of his lordship as 


** suspect.”’ 


But there may be good reasons for open-* 


ing our letters, from suspicion of 
treachery. 
some port or town where the writers might 
unconsciously give away some naval or mili- 
tary secret that would by that means become 
known, or the censor might have reason to 
suspect that some information badly wanted 
by him was being conveyed in some parti- 
cular mail.

BRAY SHOOTING ACCIDENT, 


INQUEST AND VERDICT. 

Mr. Ww. A. Rafferty, J.P., Coroner for South 
County Dublin, held an inquest yesterday 
at Ballyman House, Old Conna, near Bray, 
concerning the death of Mr. Brian D’Olier, 
aged 25 years, son of Mr. Cathcart D'Olier, 
who was fonnd shot on Monday morning in 
his father’s house. 

Sergeant Boyle, R.LC., represented the

Mr. Cathcart Rutherford D Vlier, father, 
said that he was at breakfast the previous 
morning about nine o clock, with his wife, 
son, and daughter. He went into his study 
afterwards, and half an hour later he heard 
a click, followed by the sound of a heavy body 
falling. He came out, and, seeing no one 
on the stairs, he went into what is called the 
“red room,” and saw his son lying on his 
back with a miniature rifle at his feet. He 
believed’ he was then dead. He could not 
think of anything that would cause his son 
to take his life. He had recently passed his 
final examination in the Engineering School at 
Trinity College. “Mr. Cathcart, further reply- 
ing to the Coroner, said his son had been a 
little depressed because he could net go to the 
front with other young fellows owing to an 
operation to his arm. He did not think that 
would cause him to take his life. His son 
cleaned his firearms in the room where he 
was killed. He had partly cleaned the rifle on 
Saturday. He might have gone to see if it 
was fimshed. roe i 

Sergeant Boyle, R.LC., Shankill, stated 
that when he arrived Mr. Cathcart D'Olier 
gave him a discharged cartridge which he had 
taken from the rifle, and a full cartridge which 
he found in a box.

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FLOODS IN THE MIDLANDS. 
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SHANNON STLLL RISING, 
(FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT 
BANAGHER, ‘Turspay. 

The Shannon floods have to-day exceeded 
all previous records in. height and extent, and 
have been causing serious uneasiness to the 
people living within the flooded areas. The 
twelve-foot water vauge under the banaghber 
bridge is submerged to a depth of nearly 
six inches, and the water is flowing over the 
quay walls. The floods have crossed the 
railway line for a distance of two miles be 
tween Banagher and Shannon-harbour, and 
gangs of men are constantly employed to keep 
the line open for traffic. The main road from 
Banagher to Shannon-harbour iy completely 
submerged to a depth of three feet in, some 
cases near the latter place,- where the floods’ 
are within a few feet of the houses. Opposite 
Banagher, on the County Galway side of the 
river, there has been considerable loss of farm 
produce and stock. The houses of the 
villagers are surrounded with the floods, and 
in a couple of .cases turkevs and hens were 
in the floods before thev could be 
removed to higher grounds. Pies, cattle, and 
other live stock had to be carted or driven 
through the flood to get te dry ground, 
Further north in that part of Clonfert, be- 
tween the Shannon and the Suck, the village 
known as the Callows can only be approached 
by boat, and opposite Derrvholmes some fami 
hes have alread, been forced to abandon 
their homes, and to seek shelter from their 
neighbours living on higher ground. Stand- 
ing on Bloom Hill; and looking northwards. 
Athlone appears on the horizon a mass of 
buildings entirely surrounded. by water. and 
southward the course of the Shannon. which 
in normal times is only about 130 yards wide, 
now extends for a distance of three, and in 
some cases four, miles from edge to edge of 
the flood, dotted with trees, houses, and hay 
stacks. Along the course of the Lower 
Brosna the condition of things are as had. if 
not worse. The road from Kilcolgan Castle, 
near Ferbane, to Derry Bridge, is submerged 
and impassable, and the post has to be de- 
i Endrum, CTon. 
bonniff, and Lisclooney roads are also flooded. 
and access to these villages can only be had 
with much risk. Below’ Banagher, and 
within the reach of the Upper Brosna, which 
divides -King’s County from Tipperary, the 
country for miles is one vast sheet of ‘water. 
Very great damage has been done to farm 
produce in this district. and stock are being 
famished. Between Meelick and Portumna 
the Shannon opens out like an inland sea. 
The floods are still rising.
